BACK TO 1842... 


—— en, 


Perhaps a brief review of the 
outstanding features in China’s 
trade relations with the, world 
will not be out of place here. 

The Trealy of Nanking, signed 
‘by China and Britain in 1842, is 
the basic Treaty of Commerce 

_ between China and all foreign 
countries.‘ : ‘ 

By the Nanking Treaty,” for- 
eign trade was permitted in five 
‘Treaty Ports (Canton, Amoy, 


Foochow, Ningpo and Shanghai). |' 


This number has been added to 
from'time to time by subsequent 
agreements. | ’ ae 

The provisions of the ‘Treaty 
‘include:— . 

British merchants con reside and 
trade at these Porta;

* signed on behalf of the Emperor 
of China in 1843.. This is the 
foundation of what is now known 

‘as the. “most favoured nation 

clause,” d 

giving Britain (or whichever na- 
tion concluding a similar agree- 
ment), the promise that she 
should have better terms if such 
were ‘granted to other nations. 
The 1843 declaration stipulated, 
that should additional privileges or 
immunities be .granted subjects or 
citizens of other foreign countries, 
the same privileges and immunities 
will be enjoyed by British subjects; 
but demands or requests, on this 
pice, must not be unneceasarily 
‘brought forward. 
This “most favoured nation” 
clause is unilateral (Le, being on 
one side) and is one of the

Subsequent arrangements. pav- 
ed the way for Japanese, and 
therefore all foreigners, to trade 
in South Manchuria. The Com- 
mercial Treaties. also make pro- 
vision for the government of for- 
n nationals concerned, ' by 
their own Consular. officials, and 
for diplomatic representation. 

THE U.S.A. TREATY. 


The: main features: in the 
Treaty signed by Mr.°T. V. Soong 
(Nationalist. Minister of Fin- 
ance) and Mr. J. V. A. MacMur- 
ray (the U.S. Minister to China). 
are as follow:— 

Existing tariff rates on American 
imports into and exports from China 
shall henceforth be declared nuli and 
void. A’ new tariff schedule to. be 
drawn up on the principle of tariff 
autonomy. hing | and = America 
agree, however, that there will be 
no discriminatory treatment nccord- 
ed to their respective nationals as 
compared. with that accorded: -to 
other nationala, 

‘Neither shall. impose, upon what- 
ever pretext, Customs duty, inland 

tax or anyother levies on the im- 

porta hnd exports of nationals of the 

other contracting Power, exceeding 

the rates patd b 

or tattonals of any other country. 

This Treaty is to come into 
effect, to all intents and purposes, 
on Jan. 1, 1929, p . 

It will be seen that the “most 
favoured nation” status is stipu- 
lated throughout. In other 
words, America consents to China 
bringing ‘out a new’ ‘tariff, pro- 
vided all nations including the 
Chinese are treated alike, and 
America undertakes to charge 
Chinese no more on Customs than 
is charged Americans or other na- 
tionalities. 

»  .NOT MUCH. 

Such concessions by America; 
if they are concessions at the mo- 
ment, are limited in scope by the 
“most favoured nation” clause 
As the Marquis of Salisbury call- 
ed it, it is “purely a suspensory 
concession.” 

In fact, nothing can happen to 
tariff rates between America 
and China until the American 
Government is assyred that the 
terms’ .of this new Commercial 
Treaty are not in any way worse, 
or less favourable, than those 
obtained, or to be obtained, by any 
other.country, i

It 
is pointed out that owing to the 
temporary considerable premium 
of the Swiss franc over its par 
value the. importation and con- 
version of foreign gold coins has 
become ‘a profitable business—the 
margin between the nominal and 
the metallic: value of gold coins 
was temporarily 1 per cent, and 
even more.

PEASANT KING. . 


THE CENTENARY OF A: 
‘FORTUNE, 
AN ITALIAN ROMANCE. : 


Rome, J une 6, 

A poor family 9 of peasanta 
called Bonetto, living in the Friull 
country early in the last century, 
were often heard to say: “When our 
brother Francesco comes back from | 
Africa we shall’ be able to build.a: 
little house more comfortably,” 

Francesco \died in Madagascar, 
leaving some’ seventy-five millions 
of lire to his brothers on the Pinve; 
but they knew nothing about their 
inheritance and died-atill dreaming 
of the house they had planned; and 
the newa only reached a later gen- 
eration, who, being poor, unlettered 
folk, failed in'their, efforts to make, 
good their claim, However, hope 
did not die, and they carefully kept 
the birth certificate of their great 
uncle, Francesco, and some docu- 
ments proving thelr blood relation- 
ship to him. 

Quite recently, upon the centen- 
ary of the wanderer’s death, a mys- 
terlous, but. apparently reliable, 
stranger called at the farm on the 
Piave, to tell. the Bonetto family 
that hé could put them in possesston 
of their rightful heritage,, through 
two persons whose identity was not

to be revealed, The fortune waa 
deposited in two States; the stran- 
gers in, the background knew all 
about it, but woe betfde anyone who 
tried to queation. furthor “the 
African Sphinx.” 

Much hag been written’ about 
Francesco Bonetto since his death 
in 1828," Born in 1791 he ‘loft the 
little town of Vittorio Veneto at an 
early age to escapé the polleo, and, 
being of an ‘adventurous spirit and 
full of indomitable energy, he 
sought adventure in Africa. Fall- 
ing in with a British mission of ex- 
Plorers he accompanied them to 
Madagascar,, where Ravavalo, the 
young Queen of the Howa tribe in 
the centro of the island, fell in love 
with him, ‘He won renown in aev- 
eral encounters with rival tribes, 
was made a war chief, and married 
the Queen. 


UST. 11, “1928, 


“King of Madagascar,” died at the 
agé of thirty-seven,"some say from 
poison administered by the Queen, 
while others believed he wag ‘killed 
in battle by French soldiers. 

For a time the family name of 
Bonetto sank into oblivion, as the 
adventurer was ‘always referred to 
as “Francesco Re,” which caused a 
family of Piedmont of the name of 
Da Re to claim relationship and 
a share of the millions amassed by 
pirating, There seems to be no 
doubt as to the identity of his hoirs 
and the substance of the story is 
true, but one awalts with interest 
the development of events in con- 
nection with the mysterious stran- 
gers who guard the “King’s”. 
fortune, : 


‘Under the title of Radama L he 


ruled, fought, and pirated, He built 
up .a strong army, conquered 
rival tribes, signed treaties with 
European Powers and amassed a 
fortune which he invested In’ the 
Enst. India Company. In ‘1828 
clouds arose on a hitherto cloudless 
sky. Queen Ravavalo grew jealous 
of the,white King's success with the 
‘women of Madagaseat; then France 
wanted the island and sent an army 
to invade it in spite of England’s 
declaration of its independence. 
That same year Francesco Bonetto,

'WHY DO WE LAUGH? 


AN INQUIRY INTO THE 
4 MYSTERY. 


(By Professor J. ~ Arthur Thomson.] 


There'is something almoat laugh- 
able in the number of theories 
| about laughter. Still more in the 
way'they contradict one another. 
Freud regards laughter as a. means 
of. effecting “economy of psychic 
expenditure,” but Boris Sidis main- 
tuing that we laugh in the over- 
flowing abundance of our joy. Pra- 
fessor William MacDougall ‘regards 
Inughter as a safeguard against the 
fatigue and depression of our ten- 
dency to shaw too much sympathy. 
This fs a modernising - of .Byron’s 
view 
And if I Inugh at ‘any mortal 
‘thing 

It is that I may not weep; 
but it stands in contrast to the 
long-lived theory of Hobbos, that 
we laugh because we are lacking in 
sympathy. and have 9 “audden 
glory” in discovering “some emin- 
ancy in ourselves by comparison 
with the Infirmities of others.” 

The reason for the contradictori- 
pesa which these Instances merely 
illustrate is not far to seek. It is 
dne to preoccupation with the sub- 
tler and more sophisticated forms 
of Inughter, instead of beginning 
with the more primitive. More- 
over, there has often been a mixing 
up of three inquiries t—- eee 

(1) What {s the esesential nature 

‘| of primitive laughter? ' 

(2) What has 
survival value? 
and 

(8) What: are the main stimuli 
of Jaughter? 

. A LIVELY INTRODUCTION. 

To those who wish a lively intro- 
duction to the subject we have 
pleasure {n recommending, Dr. C. W. 
Kimmine's just published “Springs 
of ' Laughter’ (Methuen, .6s.). It 
gives an interesting account of. the 
chief theories, and is particularly 
fresh In its treatment of the laugh- 
ter of children.

It was Darwin aé usual who first 
got down to bedrock by recognising 
lnughter 4s pn inborn  predisposi- 
tion, approximated’ to in monkeys 
and some other animals, finding 
simple expression in children, and 
excitable by a variety of stimuli 
which may be far away from the 
ludicrous, * On, the physiological 
side, he said, laughter involves: (1) 

a deep inspiration followed by short, 
‘| interrupted, spasmodic contractions 

of the chest and diaphragm; (2) 

opening of the mouth, drawing the 

corners backwards and a little up- 
wards, raising. the upper lip and 
showing the teeth; 

J-of the head, quivering of the lewer 

jaw, contraction of the orbicular 

muscles; and (4) the reiteration of 
the charncteristic laughing sounds, 
which vary notably in their quatity 
in, different people. Herbert Spen+ 
cer also disclosed something of the 
physiological aspect ‘of. laughter, 
pointing out, for instance, the value 
of diffused movements in relieving 
the surplus energy of mental ex- 
citement. ‘ 

* LOSS OF CONTROL. 

We suggested some time ago.a 
supplementary biological theory of 
laughter which seems to have much 
in its favour and to be necessary 
to cover the facts. The character- 
istic feature of primitive laughter, 
such as is induced by tickling, is a 
momentary loss of control over. 
vocalisation, facial musculature, and 
respiratory movements. <A sudden 
stimulus, of which tickling is. the 
crudest, inhibits the normal auto- 

matic controls, and we have to

Inghter. docs not necessarily imply 
any lack of control, for the predis- 
position to laughter—to what Leigh 
Hunt well called a, “happy convul- 
sion,” has been regularisod, human-, 
ised, moralised, and soctalised. Hi. 
has come to have very Interesting 
secondary justifications, = Thus, 
Bergson has laid emphasis on the 
importance of Jaughter, as 
when, we laugh the clumsy and the 
“By laughter.

A SOCIAL LUBRICANT. 


A famous explorer and archwolo- 
gist has told us that in a critical 
situation: he always looked’ out for 
the native with humour in his eye, 
and tried by some conciliatory joke 
to make him taugh, which often 
solved the problem. Laughter ‘is a 
social, lvbricant. This theory has 
been elaborated by Gopalaswami, 
who thinks that laughter has evolv-.

shield, More than that, it may dis- 
arm opposition and make the enemy 
relax. ‘Many a‘fight has been ob- 
vinted by a ‘timely: joke. Not that 
this is thought out as a paliey; it

Spencer stressed what. he called 
somewhat ponderously “descending | 
when, a given situa- 
tion em *he large scale is suddenly 
rep'aced by one on a very small 
scale—the mountain giving birth to 
a mouse; Hazlitt spoke of a dia- 
turbance of the expected sequence’ 
of events or even words “taking the 
mind unawares.” ‘Bergson, always 
original, maintains that we laugh 
when we sce a living creature, 
human ‘being in particular, behav- 
ing like. a machine. “We laugh 
every time a person gives us the.

leagues as jerry-building vandals; 


‘lor if a dozen living actors collabor- 


ated to expose a dozen of their 
rivals ag prostitutes of their art, 
we might wonder whether. there 
were not something a little exces- 
sive in such zeal'for the honour 
of the public taste. But it is not 
manners, apparently, that .make 
our men .of Ictters, 
2 * * 

The result is not very entertaln- 
ing. It includes one piece of 
genuine criticism, by “Mr, Edwin 
Muir on Arnold Bennett; and one 
amusing satire, by Mr. 
Robert Graves on Kipling; the rest 
of the book will damage no one but 
its authors, These persons have 
diseovered (would it be believed?) 
‘that Barrie is sentimental, .and 
Cheaterton childish, and Shaw:a 
puritan. ,.Do they imagine that the 
only class of persons likely to read 


i) 


_| their books will’ thrill at such re- 


velations? And how many, per- 
sons of any class do they serious- 
ly suppose to read Chesterton as a 
sage, or Shaw for ‘his views: on 
morality? Where, on the other 
hand, their charges are less hack- 
neyed and more ‘relevant, the re- 
sult is hardly happier. Mr. 
Douglas Garman, for example, dis- 
misses with contempt the work of 
Walter de la Mare, because its’ au; 
thor is interested in children and 
Idiots ‘(as were Blake and Words- 
worth); betause he shuns reality 
(like Coleridge); . because he 
writes of magic without Jiterally 
believing in it (as if Keats had 
believed in vampires or Shelley in 


(Zeus); because (oh horrible!) he 


uses inversions; and because, liko 
almost every poet from Homer ‘on- 
wards, he employs archaisms, 
“which . inevitably deStroy the 
virility of a’ language” * (witness 
the effeminacy. of Aeschylus and 
Milton!). Finally, in his deserip- 
tions, “the different facets do. not 
conspire together to give solidity 
because they are not chosen to 
satisfy a “fundamental sensuous 
need, but are selected for their 
derivative or, face-value.” Clearly, 
Mr. de Ja Mare cannot do right; 
thus it was that the wolf dealt 
with the Inmb, except that the 
wolf had a rather more lucid com- 
mand. of - language’ than Mr. 
Garman. For thé real crime is 
that Mr. de la Mare belongs to an 
earlier generation, and Mr. Garman 
to les jeunes ‘(who ‘find, by the 
way, some rather middle-aged re- 
presentatives in -thia book). To 
adapt a verse of his victim’s:— 

Very old aré the young. : 

Ah, no man knows ; 
Through what wild centuries

all about this collection is neither 
its-general’ idea nor its general 
Jack of ideas, but the tone of fury 
which pervades it.
